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BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES. 


THE  GOVERNOR. 

Rolland  H,  Spaulding,  Republican,  governor  of  New  Hampshire, 
was  born  in  Townsend  Harbor,  Mass.,  March  15,  1873,  the  son  of 
Jonas  Spaulding,  who  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  there  and 
later  began  the  manufacture  of  fibre  board  on  a  small  scale.  The 
subject  of  this  sketch  attended  Phillips  Academy  at  Andover,  Mass., 
graduating  in  the  class  of  1893.  With  his  two  brothers  he  then 
entered  into  business  with  his  father.  Eighteen  years  ago,  they  built 
a  mill  at  Milton,  this  state,  for  the  manufacture  of  fibre  board  and  a 
few  years  later  the}'  began  the  erection  of  the  very  large  plant  at 
North  Rochester,  where  are  made  fibre  board,  counters  for  shoes, 
chair  bottoms  and  various  other  articles  and  novelties.  Another 
large  plant  of  the  J.  Spaulding  &  Sons  Company  is  located  at  Tona- 
wanda,  N.  Y.  Since  the  establishment  of  the  North  Rochester 
factory  Rolland  H.  Spaulding  has  made  his  home  there  and,  without 
seeking  office  or  prominence  of  any  sort,  soon  became  known  as  one 
of  the  best  and  most  public-spirited  citizens  of  the  state.  He  was 
one  of  the  leaders  and  strong  men  of  the  Progressive  movement  in  the 
Republican  party  in  New  Hampshire,  but  declined  to  enter  the  sub- 
sequent third  party  and  was  one  of  the  delegates  from  New  Hamp- 
shire to  the  Republican  National  Convention  of  1912.  In  that  year 
he  was  urged  to  become  a  candidate  for  governor,  but  declined,  and 
in  1914  he  entered  the  field  only  at  the  insistent  request  of  those  who 
saw  in  him  the  ideal  party  I'eader  and  chief  executive.  Once  com- 
mitted to  the  campaign,  however,  he  waged  it  with  vigor,  and  both 
his  personality  and  his  principles  so  appealed  to  the  people  that  he 
was  nominated  in  the  September  primary  and  elected  on  November  3 
by  decisive  and  flattering  majorities.  The  vote  of  the  state  for 
governor  was:  Rolland  H.  Spaulding,  Republican,  46,413;  Albert  W. 
Noone,  Democrat,  33,674;  Henry  D.  Allison,  Progressive,  2,572;  John 
P.  Burke,  Socialist,  1,423;  scattering,  26. 

THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL. 

District  Number  One. — James  Burns  Wallace,  Republican,  of 
Canaan,  was  bol-n  in  that  town  August  14,  1866;  educated  at  St. 
Johnsbury  (Vt.)  Academy,  New  Hampshire  College,  Dartmouth 
College  (class  of  1887)  and  the  Columbian  Law  School;  lawyer;  Con- 
gregationalist;  married;  Mason,  chapter,  council,  commandery,  con- 
sistory and  Shrine,  Elk  and  Patron  of  Husbandry;  trustee  of  town 
library,  member  of  school  board,  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  1909  and  of  the  State  Senate  of  1913,  former  judge  of 
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police  court.  Elected  by  a  vote  of  8,638  to  6,601  for  Edward  E. 
Gates  of  Lisbon,  Democrat,  and  551  for  Benjamin  F.  St.  Clair  of 
Plymouth,  Progressive. 

District  Number  Two. — John  Scammon,  Republican,  of  Exeter, 
was  born  in  Stratham  September  30,  1865;  educated  at  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy  and  Boston  University  Law  School;  lawyer,  partner  of 
former  Attorney-General  Edwin  G.  Eastman;  married,  five  children; 
Congregationalist;  32d  degree  Mason  and  Red  Man;  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  1903  and  1905;  president  of  the  State 
Senate  in  1907  and  member  of  the  State  Senate  in  1913.  Elected  by 
a  vote  of  9,197  to  6,548  for  Arthur  D.  Rollins  of  Alton,  Democrat,  and 
484  for  Oliver  L.  Frisbee  of  Portsmouth,  Progressive. 

District  Number  Three. — John  B.  Cavanaugh,  Republican,  of 
Manchester,  was  born  in  that  city  June  19,  1871,  and  was  educated 
in  its  public  schools,  the  Park  Street  Grammar  and  the  High,  and  at 
the  Boston  University  Law  School.  He  is  a  lawyer;  Roman  Catholic; 
married;  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Ancient  Order  of 
Hibernians,  Catholic  Order  of  Foresters,  Manchester  Historical 
Society  and  Manchester  Publicity  Association.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1899,  1901  and  1903,  of  the  State 
Senate  in  1905  and  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1912.  On 
election  day  he  received  6,786  votes  to  5,163  for  Samuel  H.  Connor, 
Democrat,  557  for  H.  W.  N.  Bennett,  Progressive,  and  369  for  James 
E.  Dorion  of  Manchester,  Socialist. 

District  Number  Four. — Frank  Huntress,  Republican,  of  Keene, 
was  born  in  Lowell,  Mass.,  February  7,  1847,  and  was  educated  at 
Phillips  Andover  Academy.  He  is  at  the  head  of  a  chain  of  dry 
goods  stores  in  Keene  and  other  cities.  He  is  married  and  has  four 
children;  is  a  32d  degree  Mason  and  Shriner,  a  Red  Man  and  an  Elk. 
Mr.  Huntress  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1907, 
1909  and  1911  (when  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  appro- 
priations) and  of  the  State  Senate  of  1913,  On  election  day  he 
received  8,597  votes  to  5,538  for  James  Farnsworth  of  Nashua,  Demo- 
crat, and  219  for  William  B.  Wellman  of  Nashua,  Socialist. 

District  Number  Five. — Solon  A.  Carter,  Republican,  of  Concord, 
was  born  in  Leominster,  Mass.,  June  22,  1837,  and  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  town.  Mustered  into  service  as  cap- 
tain of  the  Fourteenth  New  Hampshire  Volunteers  September  22,  1862, 
he  continued  in  the  service  until  July,  1865;  from  July,  1864,  to  the 
close  of  the  war  as  assistant  adjutant-general  of  division.  Eighteenth, 
Twenty-fifth  and  Tenth  Army  Corps.  He  was  representative  to  the 
General  Court  from  Keene,  1869-1870,  and  from  1872  to  1913,  with 
the  exception  of  the  year  1874-75,  was  treasurer  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  an  unparalleled  record.  Colonel  Carter  is  married  and 
has  one  daughter.     He  is  a  Unitarian;  a  33d  degree  Mason;  a  member 


of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal 
Legion  and  the  Wonolancet  Club.  On  election  day  he  received 
9,307  votes  to  7,554  for  Edwin  P.  Hodgdon  of  Laconia,  Democrat  and 
Progressive,  and  273  for  Patrick  J.  Leonard  of  Concord,  Socialist. 

THE  HONORABLE  SENATE. 

District  Number  One. — Eugene  F.  Bailey,  Republican,  of  Berlin 
was  born  in  Brunswick,  Vt.,  June  8,  1870;  educated  at  Colebrook 
and  Lancaster  Academy;  cashier  and  paymaster  of  the  Berlin  Mills 
Company;  married,  one  child;  served  for  three  years  in  the  city  council 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  1913;  a  Mason  of  com- 
mandery,  consistory  and  shrine  rank  and  an  Elk.  On  election  day 
he  received  1,726  votes  to  1,026  for  Frank  E.  Paine  of  Berlin,  Demo- 
crat. 

District  Number  Two. — Edgar  O.  Grossman,  Republican,  of 
Lisbon,  was  born  at  Ludlow,  Vt.,  December  15,  1864;  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  Plymouth,  Vt.,  at  New  Hampshire  State  College 
and  at  the  medical  school  of  the  University  of  Vermont;  physician 
and  surgeon;  married,  one  son;  Gongregationalist;  Mason,  chapter, 
commander}^  and  shrine,  and  Odd  Fellow;  was  for  ten  years  trustee  of 
the  State  Hospital,  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1903, 
has  been  medical  referee  for  Grafton  County  and  president  of  the 
State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections;  from  1904  to  1914 
collector  of  internal  revenue  for  the  district  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire 
and  Vermont.  On  election  day  he  received  2,094  votes  to  1,912  for 
Frank  M.  Richardson  of  Littleton,  Democrat. 

District  Number  Three. — Elmer  E.  Woodbury,  Republican,  of 
Woodstock,  was  born  in  that  town  February  27,  1865;  educated  in 
the  common  schools  and  at  Franconia;  farmer  and  builder;  attends 
Free  Will  Baptist  church;  married,  two  children;  member  of  Liberty 
lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  Profile  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
of  North  Woodstock,  and  John  Carver  colony,  U.  0.  P.  F.,  of  Concord; 
has  served  his  town  as  member  of  the  school  board,  town  clerk,  chair- 
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man  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  1902  and  member  of  the  Legislature  of  1909;  well-known 
contributor  to  newspapers  over  the  pen  name  of  Justus  Conrad.  On 
election  day  he  received  1,517  votes  to  1,196  for  Amos  N.  Blandin 
of  Bath,  Democrat,  and  95  for  Selwyn  K.  Dearborn  of  Haverhill, 
Progressive. 

District  Number  Four. — Arthur  R.  Shirley,  Repubhcan,  of 
Conway  (post-office  address,  Fryeburg,  Me.),  was  born  in  Fryeburg 
February  25,  1864,  and  educated  there  and  at  Conway;  farmer,  cattle 
dealer  and  lumberman;  married,  five  children;  Patron  of  Husbandry 
and  Red  Man;  Congregationalist;  has  been  selectman  and  supervisor, 
was  a  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1912  and  a  repre- 
sentative in  the  Legislature  of  1913,  serving  on  the  committee  on 
agriculture  and  on  the  joint  committee  on  state  house  and  state  house 
yard.  On  election  day  received  *2,430  votes  to  1,882  for  Henry  H. 
Randall  of  Conway,  Democrat. 

District  Number  Five. — Frank  A,  Musgrove,  Progressive,  of 
Hanover,  was  born  in  Bristol,  July  19,  1872;  educated  at  Bristol,  New 
Hampton  Literary  Institution  and  Dartmouth  College,  class  of  1899; 
printer  and  publisher;  Methodist;  Mason,  Odd  Fellow,  Rebekah, 
Patron  of  Husbandry,  Knight  of  Pythias,  and  member  of  the  Phi 
Delta  Theta  fraternity  and  Casque  and  Gauntlet  senior  society  at 
Dartmouth;  married,  one  son  and  one  daughter;  member  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  1907  and  1909;  speaker  of  the  House  of  1911; 
supervisor  of  the  census,  1910;  state  auditor,  1911-1914.  On  election 
day  he  received  1,901  votes,  as  Progressive  and  Democratic  candidate, 
to  1,829  for  Fred  A.  Jones  of  Lebanon,  Republican. 

District  Number  Six. — -Willis  J.  Sanborn,  Democrat,  of  Sanborn- 
ton  (post-office  address  Laconia) ;  born  in  Sanbornton,  February  16, 
1865;    educated    at     New    Hampton,    Owatonna,    Minn.,    and    the. 
University  of  Chicago;  minister,  fruit  grower  and  manufacturer  of 
cement   products;  Baptist;  married,    one   child;   president,   Belknap 
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County  Farmers'  Association;  Knight  of  Pythias.  On  election  day 
as  Democratic  and  Progressive  candidate  received  1,886  votes  to 
1,883  for  Edwin  H.  Shannon  of  Laconia,  Republican,  and  57  for  Jesse 
S.  Avery,  Socialist.  Subsequently  it  was  discovered  that  Mr.  Sanborn 
had  not  been  a  legal  resident  of  the  state  for  a  sufficient  period  previous 
to  his  election  and  he  surrendered  his  certificate  of  election. 

District  Number  Seven. — George  E.  Clark,  Republican,  of 
Franklin,  born  in  Orange,  July  25,  1866;  public  school  education; 
livery  stable  proprietor  and  lumberman;  married;  member  of  the 
Masons  and  Elks;  has  been  a  member  of  the  Franklin  city  government 
and  was  for  12  years  deputy  sheriff  of  Merrimack  County.  On  elec- 
tion day  received  2,061  votes  to  1,689  for  Daniel  N.  Whittaker  of 
Franklin,  Democrat,  and  149  for  Henry  C.  Holbrook  of  Concord, 
Progressive. 

District  Number  Eight. — WiUiam  E.  Kinney,  Republican,  of 
Claremont;  born  in  Milo,  Me.;  graduate  of  Bates  College  and  the 
Yale  Law  School;  lawyer,  member  of  the  firm  of  Hurd  &  Kinney; 
unmarried;  Universalist;  Mason  and  Elk  and  member  of  the  Clare- 
mont Country  Club;  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1913, 
serving  on  the  judiciary  committee.  On  election  day  received  2,138 
votes  to  1,419  for  Oscar  C.  Young  of  Charlestown,  Democrat. 

District  Number  Nine. — ^William  A.  Danforth,  Republican,  of 
Hopkinton,  was  born  in  Hopkinton,  August  22,  1855;  educated  there; 
formerly  widely  known  travelling  salesman,  later  president  of  the 
Longstreet  Mining  &  Lumber  Company  of  Georgia,  and  since  1910 
New  Hampshire  representative  of  Stone  &  Webster,  Boston;  married; 
Odd  Fellow.  On  election  day  received  2,044  votes  to  1,549  for  Henry 
E.  Eaton  of  Hopkinton,  Democrat  and  Progressive. 

District  Number  Ten. — Orville  E.  Cain,  Repubhcan,  of  Keene, 
was  born  in  Greensboro,  Ind.,  February  8,  1869.  He  is  an  attorney- 
at-law  and  has  been  solicitor  of  Cheshire  County  since  1905.  He  is 
a  Protestant;  unmarried;  a  Mason,  Red  Man,  Elk,  and  S.  of  V.  He 
enhsted  in  May,  1900,  in  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard  and  has 
been  captain  of  Company  H,  First  Infantry,  since  January  8,  1909. 
He  has  served  in  the  Keene  city  council  and  board  of  aldermen  and 
was  for  three  years  president  of  the  former  body.  On  election  day 
he  received  1,958  votes  to  1,006  for  F.  J.  Marvin,  Democrat,  148  for 
H.  W.  Lane,  Progressive,  and  89  for  Isaac  T.  Barron,  Sociahst. 

District  Number  Eleven. — -Ezra  M.  Smith,  Republican,  of  Peter- 
borough; born  in  Langdon,  January  25,  1838;  educated  at  Cold  River 
Union  Academy  and  the  law  department  of  the  Albany  (N.  Y.) 
University;  lawyer;  married,  two  children;  Congregationalist;  Odd 
Fellow,  lodge  and  encampment,  and  Patron  of  Husbandry;  town 
treasurer,  one  year,  justice  of  the  poHce  court  nine  years,  member 
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of  the  school  board  ten  years,  member  of  the  board  of  selectmen 
twenty-three  years,  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  six 
sessions  of  the  Legislature  and  delegate  to  two  constitutional  conven- 
tions. On  election  day  received  1,696  votes  to  1,04.4  for  Stephen  A. 
Bullock  of  Richmond,  Democrat,  and  141  for  Charles  L.  Rich  of 
Jaffrey,  Progressive. 

District  Number  Twelve. — Charles  Woodbury  Howard,  Repub- 
lican, of  Nashua,  was  born  in  Nashua,  October  28,  1869;  educated  in 
the  Nashua  public  schools  and  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  class  of 
1890;  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  furniture  business;  Unitarian; 
married,  two  children;  a  member  of  all  Masonic  bodies,  both  York 
and  Scottish  Rite  and  of  Bektash  Temple,  Mystic  Shrine,  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  New  Hampshire  Consistory  of  the  32d  degree;  member 
of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard  since  1891,  enlisting  as  private 
and  rising  to  major  and  adjutant-general;  member  of  the  Nashua 
city  government  in  1897;  of  the  board  of  education  since  1909,  of  the

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House  of  Representatives  in  1905  and  1907,  serving  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  mihtary  affairs  in  the  latter  year.  On  election  day 
received  2,055  votes  to  1,157  for  Henry  A.  Cutter  of  Nashua,  Demo- 
crat and  Progressive. 

District  Number  Thirteen. — Alvin  J.  Lucier,  Democrat,  of 
Nashua,  was  born  in  Nashua,  January  6,  1869;  educated  in  the  Nashua 
public  schools,  in  St.  Hyacinth  College,  Canada,  and  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity; attorn ey-a t-law ;  Roman  Catholic;  married,  three  children; 
member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  L'Union  St.  Jean  Baptiste,  the 
Derryfield  Club  of  Manchester  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.;  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  1907  and  1909  and  of  the  State  Senate 
of  1911.  On  election  day  received  1,939  votes  to  751  for  J.  Howard 
Gile,  Progressive. 

District  Number  Fourteen. — Nathaniel  S.  Drake,  Progressive 
Democrat;  born  in  the  house  which  he  now  occupies  in  Pittsfield 
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village  September  16,  1851,  and  educated  there  in  the  town  schools 
and  academy;  dealer  in  real  estate  and  farmer;  married,  son  and  daugh- 
ter; Episcopalian;  has  been  moderator,  town  treasurer,  auditor,  tree 
warden,  member  of  the  Legislature  of  1911;  delegate  to  the  conven- 
tion of  the  National  Rivers  and  Harbors  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C, 
December,  1911,  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1912, 
master  of  Catamount  Grange.  Mr.  Drake's  grandfather,  Maj.  James 
Drake,  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  who  came  to  Pitts- 
field  before  that  war  and  was  one  of  the  first  board  of  selectmen 
elected  in  1782  holding  the  office  eighteen  years.  He  represented  the 
town  in  the  Legislature  in  1800,  1801,  1802.  His  son  and  N.  S.  Drake's 
father.  Col.  James  Drake,  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  of  1847 
and  1848.  On  election  day  Mr.  Drake  received  1,729  votes  to  1,725  for 
Rufus  M.  Weeks  of  Pembroke,  Republican. 

District  Number  Fifteen. — Nathaniel  E.  Martin,  Democrat,  of 
Concord;  born  in  Loudon,  August  9,  1855;  educated  at  Concord  High 
School;  lawyer;  widower;  Odd  Fellow;  solicitor  of  Merrimack  County 
1887-88;  mayor  of  the  city  of  Concord  1899-1900;  delegate  to  the 
state  Constitutional  Convention  in  1912;  delegate  to  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  1904;  has  been  chairman  of  the  Democratic 
city  and  state  committees.  On  election  day  received  1,431  votes  to 
1,283  for  Hamilton  E.  Kendall,  Republican,  of  Concord 

District  Number  Sixteen. — George  Irving  Haselton,  Republican, 
of  Manchester,  was  born  in  that  city  July  19,  1878;  educated  in  the 
schools  of  his  native  city  and  at  George  Washington  University, 
Washington,  D.  C;  married,  one  child;  Mason,  lodge,  chapter, 
council,  commandery  and  shrine;  Congregationahst;  member  of  the 
Manchester  common  council  four  years,  two  years  its  president; 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1911  and  1913  and 
delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1912,  On  election 
day  received  2,433  votes  to  1,229  for  OHver  E.  Branch  of  Man- 
chester, Democrat,  and  150  for  Ludger  Deschenes  of  Manchester, 
Progressive. 

District  Number  Seventeen. — Joseph  P.  Kenney,  Democrat,  of 
Manchester;  born  in  Clinton,  Mass.,  July  20,  1878;  educated  at  Law- 
rence, Mass.;  clerk;  Roman  Cathohc;  married;  member  of  the  Man- 
chester city  council,  1907-08;  president  of  the  Manchester  Central 
Labor  Union,  president  of  Manchester  aerie,  No.  290,  Fraternal  order 
of  Eagles;  president  and  treasurer  Bonnie  Rose  I3oat  Club.  On 
election  day  received  1,528  votes  to  961  for  David  W.  Perkins,  Repub- 
lican. 

District  Number  Eighteen. — ^Adolph  Wagner,  Republican,  of 
Manchester,  was  born  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  January  22,  1862,  and  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that  city;  Protestant;  married,  two 
sons;  business  manager;  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  Maennerrchor 
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Glee  Club,  Turn  V^rein,  Harugari  Club,  Workingmen's  Relief  Society, 
German  School,  N.  A.  of  L.  C.;  one  term  alderman  of  Ward  Eight, 
Manchester;  member  of  the  Legislature  in  1909  and  1911.  On  election 
day  as  Republican  and  Progressive  candidate  received  1,172  votes  to 
1,123  for  Denis  E.  O'Leary,  Democrat. 

District  Number  Nineteen. — William  Marcotte,  Republican,  of 
Manchester,  was  born  in  Danville,  Province  of  Quebec,  February 
24,  1860;  educated  in  private  schools  there;  merchant;  Roman  Catho- 
lic; member  of  Amoskeag  Veterans;  J.  of  P.,  I.  O.  F.,  Artisans,  Club 
Jolhet,  Cercle  Nationale,  Elks;  representative  in  the  Legislature 
from  Somersworth  in- 1889,  from  Ward  Nine,  Manchester,  in  1901; 
served  as  aide-de-camp  upon  the  staff  of  Gov.  Frank  W.  Rolhns  with 
the  rank  of  colonel.  On  election  day  received  746  votes  to  722  for 
John  W.  S.  Joyal,  Democrat,  and  Progressive. 

District  Number  Twenty. — Charles  W.  Varney,  Republican, 
Rochester,  was  born  at  Lebanon,  Me.,  June  4,  1884;  educated  there 
and  at  the  Bryant  and  Stratton  Business  College;  insurance  and  real 
estate  agent;  married,  one  son;  Methodist;  Mason,  lodge,  chapter, 
council,  commandery,  and  consistory.  Odd  Fellow,  O.  U.  A.  M., 
Patron  of  Husbandry  (state  lecturer)  and  member  of  the  Waquoit 
Club;  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1913.  On  election 
day  received  2,637  votes  to  1,847  for  Joseph  Warren,  Democrat,  of 
Rochester. 

District  Number  Twenty-one.^ — Valentine  Mathes,  Republican, 
of  Dover,  was  born  in  Durham,  February  13, 1846,  and  educated  there; 
extensively  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  and  owner  of  several 
hundred  pieces  of  Dover  realty;  Protestant;  married,  five  children; 
Mason,  Odd  Fellow,  Elk,  Patriarch  Militant,  Patron  of  Husbandry 
and  Red  Man;  has  been  postmaster,  tax  collector  and  representative 
in  the  Legislature.  On  election  day  received  1,729  votes  to  1,572 
for  Scott  W.  Caswell  of  Dover,  Democrat,  and  96  for  Arthur  H. 
Morrison  of  Dover,  Progressive. 
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District  Number  Twenty-two. — ^Carl  J.  Whiting,  Republican,  of 
Raymond,  was  born  in  Braintree,  Vt.,  October  23,  1862;  educated  at 
the  Randolph  (Vt.)

At  the  age 
of  eighteen,  feeling  the  need  of  an  education,  he  made  an  agreement 
with  his  father  for  his  time,  paying  him  therefor  $160  during  the  next 
year.  The  next  two  years  were  spent  in  obtaining  an  education.  At 
the  age  of  twenty-two,  he  married  Anna  J.  Ward  of  Hill.  Three 
children  were  born  to  them.  He  entered  the  mills  at  Manchester,  and 
soon  rose  to  be  overseer,  which  position  he  held  until  1864.  During 
this  time  he  also  taught  an  evening  writing  school  for  twelve  years. 
He  then  commenced  the  butchering  business,  carrying  it  on  for  two 
years,  and  then  reentered  the  mill,  taking  charge  of  several  different 
rooms,  both  woolen  and  cotton.  He  invented  and  set  to  running  the 
first  self  operating  "Jack  of  the  Rouse"  mule,  selling  the  improvement 
to  the  company.  He  had  bought  wild  land  and  built  a  set  of  buildings 
in  South  Hooksett,  and  in  1870  he  left  the  mills  and  went  there  to 
reside.  Soon  after  removing  to  South  Hooksett,  he  engaged  in  the 
wood,  lumber  and  real  estate  business  and  has  continued  it  since. 
Aside  from  wood,  lumber,  real  estate,  and  farming,  he  has  embarked 
in  other  business.  At  one  time  he  bought  the  patent  right  to  lay  con- 
crete in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  operated  it  there.  Was  also  in  the  laundry 
business  in  Manchester.  He  bought  out  J.  S.  Cole  and  carried  on  the 
tallow  and  tripe  business.  He  also  acted  as  agent  and  operated  the 
New  Hampshire  Granite  Company's  quarry.  He  gave  the  land  and 
built  Arah  Street,  reaching  from  the  State  Road  in  Hooksett  to  Union 
Street  in  Manchester,  nearly  one  mile.     He  has  built  over  fifty  houses. 
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He  built  a  brick  public  library  building,  and  gave  it  to  his  own  town. 
He  was  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  for  many  years.  He 
has  been  an  Odd  Fellow  for  fifty  years  and  has  passed  the  chairs;  is 
a  member  of  Amoskeag  Grange;  a  member  of  the  Old  Resident  Asso- 
ciation in  Manchester;  a  member  of  the  Union  Hall  Society.  He 
never  used  tobacco  in  any  form,  and  never  drank  a  glass  of  liquor  at 
a  bar,  being  a  thorough-going  temperance  man.  He  reared  two  chil- 
dren, a  son  and  a  daughter;  the  son  being  educated  at  Pembroke 
Academy  and  the  daughter  at  the  Manchester  High  School.  His 
father  and  mother  were  remembered  by  the  erection  of  a  granite 
monument  over  their  graves.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First  Univer- 
salist  Church  in  Manchester,  and  has  been  president  of  the  same.  He 
has  been  treasurer  of  the  Universalist  State  Convention.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  in  1885  and  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  in  1895-96.  His  religious  belief  is  something  like  this: 
He  believes  in  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man  and 
that  God  looks  out  upon  the  whole  human  family  as  a  mother  looks 
out  upon  her  children;  they  are  all  His.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  the 
forgiveness  of  sin — every  violator  must  suffer  the  consequences.  The 
wrath  spoken  of  has  reference  to  God's  divine  laws,  not  disposition; 
this  is  love  and  never  changes.  Christ  did  not  come  to  suffer  for  your, 
or  for  my,  sins.  He  came  as  a  discoverer  of  a  truth  and  that  the  world 
might  know  that  truth.  He  was  willing  to  labor,  sacrifice,  and,  if 
need  be,  die,  that  he  might  give  this  truth  to  the  world.  There  may 
be  one  feeding  on  husks  in  thought  with  a  tableful  of  good  things. 
Mr.  Prescott  was  a  member  of  the  school  board,  and  selectman  of  his 
town,  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  for  years. 
His  first  wife  passed  on  in  January,  1900.  He  married  again  in 
December,  1912,  May  Edna  Yale,  of  Danville,  P.  Q.
